Raged in a campaign of education in 
some respects similar to that of 1896 
in the I'nited States. The object in 
the latter case was to convince the 
\oting population and all whom it 
concerned that sound money was es- 
sential to prosperity, while over here 
tho issue is the protection of domes- 
tic industry against foreign competi- 
tion by imposing tariff duties upon 
imported 
merchandise. 
For 
fifty 


years England has allowed free trade 
and has prospered under that policy 
until its wealth is now second only 
to that of the United States among 
nations, but all the other powers of 
the earth have adopted the protection 
policy, and even the colonies of the 
British Empire impose duties upon 
British goods, while 
Great 
Britian 


;till keeps her ports open to all their 
agricultural and mechanical products. 


This has made England a dumping 


ground for the surplus products of all 
other nations in competition with her 
own, 
and her manuftcaurers are he- 


ginning to cry out for relief and pro- 
tection. What is known as the "Am- 
erican invasion" began in 1898 as 
soon as our own wants were sup- 
plied after the 
revivaJ of 
prosper- 


ity, and has continued to grow r,;ore 
formidable each year until now ar- 
ticles manufactured in 
the 
United 


tie earlier and for the last five 
States can be purchased in every Eng- 
lish -village. And in many cases they 
are in great demand because they 
are superior to English goods of the 
same patterns 
and for 
the 
same 


use. The "German invasion" began 
a little earlier and for the last five 
fivev or six years imitations of Eng- 
lish staple articles made in Germany 
have flooded (lie markets of Great 
Britian and her colonies in a most 
extraordinary manner. They are not 
so good as the original; the quality 
is inferior, like most German imita- 
tions, but the quantity has been sur- 
prising and the price has appealed 
to the masses with small 
incomes 


who do not realize that t?io cheapest 
articles are often the most expensive 


As a rule English goods are of a 


superior quality usually better than 
those of any other nation and per- 
haps those from the United States 
rank next, but Germany, France and 
Belgium have made a practice 
of 


imitating both English and A'merican 
merchamlisse so closely that it can- 
not be distinguished except by ex- 
perts, and, as the 
cost 
is 
much 


smaller, it is easier for them to un- 
dersell iu every market where com- 
petition is of importance. The British 
people are loyal to their own manu- 
facturers aud generally speaking pre- 
fer 
their 
own 
homemade 
goods, 


wnere tho average American prefers 
an imported article. 
To 
cultivate 


. iis patriotic sentiment and to pro- 
tect them from imposture, the Brit- 
ish parliament passed a law lerjuiring 
every package and every article to be 
marked "Made in the Unitor States" 
or "Made in Germany." and so on, 
in order that thepublic might know 
at sight whore an article

tion came from. This law has been 
strictly enforced and 
has 
doubtless 


helped 
British 
industry materially, 


because any person who insists upon 
having British made goods can got 
thorn. Nevertheless, competition 
is

man goods are often preferred.
